2. It is true that the first decision was that 
the Fujiwara delegation should not be allowed to 
visit Manipur and Nagaland. However, the matter 
was further taken up by the Chief Minister of West 
Bengal and Shri Shah Nawaz Khan with the Home Minister 
who, after discussion with the Foreign Minister, 
decided that the group might, as a special case, be 
allowed to visit Iraphal, Kohiraa and Moirang, subject 
to adequate security arrangements. The grant of 
permission to this group should therefore be taken 

as an exceptional case. 

3. The general question has been examined 
further on the receipt of the Ministry of External 
Affairs' note No. C/ 121/ 6/73 -JP dated the 20th 
December , 1973. Our comments in this regard are 
contained in our file No. 150 13/153/73 -F. I , which 

has been referred to the Ministry of External Affairs 
on the 18th April, 1974(by name to Sh, V. V.paranjpe, Joint 
Secretary) and has not yet been received back. The 
view taken by us was that requests for such visits 
should be considered in accordance with the conclusions 
arrived at at the Inter -departmental meeting held on 
the 3rd April, 1972.

2* In Delhi, I called on Home Minister, DG, Deptt. of Tourism, 

Defence Minister and Mr Shahnawaz Khan to express my thanks for 
their assistance and also requested for further cooperation for 
our future plans. 

3. With DG, Deptt of Tourism, I discussed my plan to send a tourist 

group to visit various old battlefields in India which I had 
explained to Your Excellency earlier.

This visit was at the invitation of Dr. Si sir K. Bose, 
Executive Director, Netaji Research Bureau, Calcutta. 

Besides visiting Calcutta, Genl. Fujlwara also visited 
Imphal, Kohima and Moi ran from January 31 to February 2, 
1974. Later he also came to New Delhi and called on the 
Home Minister, the Ds fence Minister, Shrl Shah Nawas Khan 
as well as the Director-General of the Department of 
Tourism.

2. All along while this visit was under consideration, 

neither the Ministry of External Affairs nor the Ministry of 
Home Affairs favoured the idea of the Rijiwara delegation 
visiting Imphal and the areas around because of the sensitive 
nature of these areas. In the course of the exchanges that 
took place during January 1974 in this connection, the Home 
Minister Shri U.S. Dikshlt even wrote a letter (No. 15013/ 

179/7 3- FI dated January 16, 1974) to Dr. Si sir K. Bose. In 
this letter the Home Minister besides stating that Manipur 
and Nagaland are protected areas and foreigners are not 
allowed to go there unless special arrangements are made 
for their visits, it was also pointed out that the admini- 
strative machinery in Manipur and Nagaland was at that time 
w boldly engaged in making arrangements for elect Ions to be 
held in February. The Home Minister, therefore, advised 
Dr. Bose that the visit of Genl. FUjiwara a party to these q 
areas should be deferred for the present, 21st February 
Dr. Bose addressed a cable to the Foreign Secretary stating 
that Genl. FUjiwara and party were stranded In Calcutta for 
want of Home Ministry* s permit to visit Manipur and Nagaland 
on pilgrimage to offer homage to the INA and the Japanese 
war-dead.

Inter alia, In our reply to our Embassy, the view was expressed 
that the Japanese were obviously trying to circumvent the 
Government's decision by enlisting the support of non-offlelals 
and non-govemmental organisations, 

4. »/? Subsequently our Embassy in Tokyo vide letter dated 
April 8, 1974, informed us that Genl. Pujiw a ra during his visit 

to various places In India had even prepared a 46 mm film covering 
the various functions that he had attended and that he now wanted 
to present this film to our Embassy in Tokyo with the request that 
it may be forwarded to the Hetaji Besearch Bureau, Calcutta. 

5. Looking at these sequenced of events connected with 
this visit, one gets the Impression that many things happened 
during this tour of Genl, Tujiwara and party which were in 
clear defiance of the views expressed by the Ministry of Rome 
Affairs. This would include not only visits to Manipur and 
Intphal etc., but also the making of this film. Sven though our 
Embassy representatives attended its preview and were of the 
opinion that there was nothing objectionable in it, all the same 
this would appear to be wrong in principle. Also it is now 
learned that during his visit to Hew ©el hi, Genl, Fhjiwara in 

t he course of his various meetings here, held discussions with 
the Director-General of the Department of Tourism and sought 
their cooperation in arranging visits for groups of Japanese

6, All this is very disturbing, to say the least and 
unless this kind of a process is checked early, more such visits 
may materialise in the near future, our views and inst met ions 
to the contrary notwithstanding. Also it would appear that 
there is pressing need for ensuring better coordination between 
the various Departments of the Government of India so that 
Government's views in such matters are known to all concerned 
and no requests entertained or assurances given which might 
ultimately result in embarrassing situations. Of immediate 
relevance would be what might have been possibly discussed 
between our Department of Tourism and Genl, Fuji vara. 

7, The views and reservations of the Iftnistry of ©eternal 
Affairs on Japanese requests for such visits, particularly to 
certain areas in our Eastern Sector are already known to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, It is also relevant to recall in 
this connection that late last year the Japanese Ambassador 

to India handed over a Note Verbale dated November 30, 1973 
to the Ministry of ©eternal Affairs making certain concrete 
proposals in this connection. A copy of this Hote Verbals 
was also forwarded to Shil fwR. Patel, Joint Secretary ,MHA, 
vide MEA Rote No. C/121/6/7 3- JP dated 20th December 1973. In 
a letter dated 26th March 1974 (copy attached), our Ambassador 
in Tokyo has again drawn attention to the many anomalies of 
the present situation regarding visits to our eastern areas.

regular and periodic visits to India to pay homage to those heroes who 
died in the Indian jungles, there was a sinister scheme, a deep design and 
an undisclosed ultimate secret aim. His calm and cool remark at one of 
his meetings with me that Japan, out of great respect for Netaji, returned 
voluntarily the Andaman and Nicobar Islands without asking for any benefit, 
put me off completely.

3. I asked some of our officers at the Embassy to get invited to 

his Institute or even suggest that they would like to visit his Institute 
and collect, if possible, some of the learned publications put out by this 
research body, as well as also get to know some of the Directors, etc. 
Fujiwara, as could be expected, was not accommodating. We then tried to 
collect some information about his Research Institute and is financial 
position, from other sources, e.g., some other institutes genuinely 
devoted to research work. L We have now got the information from at least 
one well-known Research Institute that Fujiwara' s is nothing but a high 
sounding name, it has really no respectable place, no library, no scholars 
working, and that the sources of its finance are hidden uni in mystery.J 
In fact we were told that Fujiwara, to give greater respectability to his 
delegation that visited India last time, requested one of the Research 
Professors of a genuine Research Institute to join his team, but the concerned 
professor and his Chief did not want their name and their Institution to get 
mixed up with Fujiwara 's activities; he finally declined the invitation.

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4- This much of Information was collected by P.J. Rao, First Secretary 

(inf.), as you will see from his enclosed note. The note will also give you 
an idea of how well-organised the Institute is in intelligence collection 
work. Individuals with contacts in various countries are assigned to work in 
those places. Fujiwara as the chief of the institute has an overall eye 
and he exploits his contacts in India. I will not be surprised if the source^r 
of his funds go beyond Japan. 


5. Despite all these which have come to our knowledge, we shall try 

to be polite to him. But at the Indian end you should try to tighten the 
position. If he visits India again, as he would without asking for a visa 
from us (taking advantage of the general rule that for persons visiting India 
up to 21 days no visas are required), his travels should be restricted to 
non-sensitive areas only. As I have written to you earlier, because he gets 
an "invitation" from some organisation in India, he tells us that he is not 
obliged to go through the Foreign Office or the Japanese Embassy in Delhi. 

It is quite possible he is being directed by some set-up, ever the head of both 
these offices. 
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6. I have also noticed that the Japanese are particularly 

interested in two areas in India, viz,. North East and North West 
(comprising Kashmir and Himalayan region). As to their interest in 
Kashmir and Himalayan areas, your letter No . C/325 ( 2) 74-JP dated March 29, 
1974, regarding Himalayan Alpine Mountareering Association (HAAJ) of 
Japan's interest in building a HAAJ Centre and Youth/Mountaineering 
Hostel in Kashmir, is sufficient proof. We recently got a letter from 
a monk. Rev. Riri Nakayama, that a Buddhist organisation wants to 
preach Buddhism in Kashmir] I am sending a copy of this letter also 
for your information. 


7. As to general Japanese probing activities in Asian countries, 
I enclose a cutting from Asahi Evening News of their spy activities 

in Thailand; though this has been vehemently contradicted, you will 
agree that such stories cannot be woven out of imagination. 

8. We shall keep a watchful eye on all these, but our diligence 
should not diminish the importance of our realisation of the danger 

in letting these people loose to roam over the length and breadth of 
India in the way they want. I only hope they will not now include 
Trombay and Rajasthan, too, in their itinerary]

I place herewith a sheet containing the names, careers, and 
areas for intelligence gathering against each Director of what is known 
as Fujiwara Asia Institute. This is headed by General Fujiwara who, 
during the last war, was in charge of military intelligence operations 
in Asia and was the main liaison with INA, During the war years 
Fujiwara, as President of Fujivara Agency, operated in civilian clothes, 
and his agency was set up solely for military intelligence operations. 
Training for these operations was imparted at an institution called 
Nakano School. Other agencies shown against the Directors were also 
connected with intelligence gathering. Ohkawa Juka shown against 
Director Ito was a militant right-wing institution snamed after its 
founder Ohkawa who was tried by the war crimes tribunal and was 
acquitted on grounds of insanity. General Fujiwara's present chauffeur 
Mr, Kato is a graduate of Ohkawa Juka, 


Fujiwara institute is located in just two rooms in a building 
in Mamamatsucho in Tokyo and no publishable research work of any. kind 
appears to be done there. But General Fujiwara and other 
Directors do travel to areas in Asia where they have established contacts. 

Their operations naturally require considerable funds. My ## 
information is that the funds come from various agencies including SDF, 
extreme right-wing organisations and some business houses. Whether they 
have any connection with CIA is not known. Mr. Gkinori Kaya, 

LDP Member of the Diet (Lower House) who is in the Taiwan-South 
Korea lobby is said to be closely connected with Fujiwara Institute 
and channelises funds from some sources. 


My informant told me that the institute 1 s interest in the 
Andaman islands is partly motivated by the Japanese desire to 
establish a foothold there before the Russians establish their 
presence, a development which the Japanese seem strongly to anticipate. 
According to my infonnant, the institute's interest in the graves 
of Japanese soldiers in the Manipur- Imphal area and their production 
of a documentary film are mainly intended to evoke public support for 
the institute and its outwardly Innocuous activities. Some of the 
Directors of these firms are connected with big business houses in 
Japan and they plant their agents in the overseas branches of Japanese 
business houses. My informant told me that he knows definitely that 
Mitsubishi's New Delhi office had one such plant. He also said that 
the Prime Minister's Secretariat in Tokyo plants at least one man 
in each of the research institutes and a part of Governmental intelligence 
gathering is co-ordinated in that office. It would seem the SDF 
gives specific assignment to the institute.

Arising out of the requests which are being 
received from Japanese nationals to visit Manipur, 
Nagaland and the Nicobar Islands to commemorate the 
Japanese dead during the Second TCorld War, the 
question whether any modifications was necessary 
in the existing policy regarding the grant of permission 
for such visits was discussed at a meeting at 3 I’.Y. 
on the 3rd April, 1972. The following were present i-

2 . Under the present policy, foreigners resident in 
India are permitted to visit Nagaland only when such 
visits are sponsored by a reputable organisation in 
Nagaland for a public purpose and the Government are 
satisfied about the bonafides of the foreigners or 
when they visit a near relation. Foreigners are 
also not normally permitted to visit Manipur aid 
Nicobar Islands. A group of Japanese nationals 
belonging to the Japanese Burma/- India Memorial Service 
Group was granted permission tiyvisit Imphal for one 
day in February ,1972 , as a very special case. 


3. During the course of discussions, Shri Par an j pe 
mentioned that Japanese had been evincing considerable 
interest in all our border areas . There had been a 
number of requests for the grant of permission to Japanese- 
nationals to visit Sikkim, Bhutan, Manipur, Nagaland, Lad;* 
kh and other border areas. The Japanese Volunteer 
Scheme (OISCA), although ostensibly a non-Govemnent 
organisation had been trying to send volunteers to 
Kashmir and Nagaland. There was also an instance 
where two Japanese nationals were proposed to be sent 
to Nagaland for studying tea culture. The Ministry 
of External Affa^-s had received reports to the 
effect that the Japanese had been trying to influence 
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TiEu King of Bhutan against . India. There was also 
evidence that the Japanese were trying to establish 
contacts with insurgent Mages . Having regard to all 
these, it was possible that the Japanese might 
be having a long range plan to penetrate into our 
border areas, particularly in the North East, and 
it would be desirable to exercise great caution 
in allowing Japanese to go to these areas, oven when 
the purpose of the visit v/as seemingly innocuous. 


4# The possible effect of the emergence of Bangla 
Desh and its relations with Japan also cane up for 
discussion. Japan was likely to give considerable 
aid to Bangla Desh and try to develop very close 
contacts with that country. In view of the unsettled 
conditions in the Chittagong Hill Tracts of Bangla 
Desh, however, it was not likely that the Bangla Desh 
Government would allow foreigners to go and stay in 
these areas. Even if Japan develops good relations 
with Bangla Desh, it mey not be necessary to change 
our Policy in regard to the grant of permission to 
foreigners for visits to the sensitive areas. 


5. As a result o the re-organisation of the areas 
on the North-East, new States like Manipur, Mi® ram, 
^trunachal Pradesh etc, have come into being. The 
effect of this on the restrictions on foreigners to 
visit the areas was also discussed. It was possible 
that the residents of these areas would visit other 
parts of India more frequently and develop greater 
contacts Y/ith foreigners including foreign diplomatic 
missions in India. It is, however, possible to 
reduce contact with foreigners who may try to 
influence undesirable elements in the border areas. 

It is not necessary to revise the existing policy 

in regard to visit of foreigners to these areas. 

6. It was felt that in considering requests on 
behalf of the Japanese nationsl to visit Manipur, 
Nagaland etc. in connection with Memorial Services, 
for their !7ar dead, it would be useful to ascertain 
the practice adopted in similar circumstances by 
other countries like Burma, Malaysia, Philippines 
etc. where also the Japanese fought during the 

Second World War, The Ministry of External Affairs 
would ascertain the position obtaining elsewhere. 

7. It was unanimously held that from the defence 
and security point of view, the existing restrictions 
on foreigners visiting the border areas should 
continue. However, there may not be any objection 

to allow occasional groups to visit the area under

proper escort for a day or so particularly when 
this could be made use of in furthering the country's 
interest. If big groups are allowed under controlled 
conditions, it should be possible to take adequate 
steps to minimise contacts with undesirable elements. 

S. It was also considered that if visits are to be 
allowed, this should be on a Government to Government 
basis. Relaxations made on the recommendations of 
private bodies, by passing the Embassies of both the 
countries cause embarrassment all round. 

9. Taking all the points into consideration, the 
following conclusions were arrived at 


( 


(a) It would not be desirable to entertain 
any request for the construction of a 
permanent Memorial anywhere in the border 
areas as this would enable foreigners to 
gain a permanent foot-hol<I in the sensitive 
areas . 

(b) No Japanese or other foreigners should be 
permitted to go to the Andam aa and Nicobar 
Isl ands . 

(c) While we need not be unduly solicitous 
about Japanese sentiments, the External 
Affairs Ministry would, when the occasion 
could be utilised to our advantage, duly 
consider on merits, request from groups 
of Japanese nationals sponsored by the Japanese 
Government to visit Imphal and Kohima. Such 
permission, when granted, would be for a day 
or so. The number of groups will also 
be kept down to the minimum - one or two in 
a year.

The Japanese Ambassador called on Secretary^)

2* After tiie exchange of usual courtesies the Japanese 
Ambassador handed over to Seoretary(^) a Note Verbal© 
regarding a Japanese reruost for permission to send a group 
of war re terns to Iaphal end Kohlaa district to pay homage 
to the Japanese war dead* Ho requested Secretary^) *s 
assistance in obtaining entry permits for these people 
expeditiously . He added that the Japanese Government would 
like to send the mission within this fiscal year and would be 
grateful for a reply by October at tbe latest so as to enable 
them to make a special budgetary provision for it* He 
further stated that while they would be willing to make the 
necessary amendments to the programme v number etc*, if so 
required by the Indian authorities, they were keen to know 
about the possibility of our agreeing to 'grant then the 
permission early to enable them to make the budget provision*

3* Seeretary(E) replied that while earlier, tbe Indian 
Government did not like all sorts of people to visit the 

area, after the Japanese Government itself has proposed

screening the visitors, India hod no objection, H in 
principle, to the visits of friendly Japanese people* 

However, In view of the fact that the insurgents there (who 
are already declining in number and surrendering in larger 
numbers) do not hesitate to take advantage of foreigners* 
visits to obtain publclty by staging incidents, the Government 
of India had become a little hesitant in granting permission* 
There was also tbe question of security of Victors and our 
tying up/law and order as poets for the purpose* He further 
stated that now that the Japanese Government had given a 
fairly long notloe of its intentions and also the fnot that 
he was well aware of the special Importance attached by the 
Japanese to the graves of their aneestors, he would take up

In view of the fact that the final decision could be taken 
in the context of the special considerations mentioned by 
him, no definite answer could be given at this stage. 

4* The Ambassador emphasised once again that the JapcneM 
Government would not like all kinds of groups to ooae to 
the groves* It was In order to avoid this happening, the 
Government had worked out a scheme officially sponsoring 
one group. If others apply, India could refuse them easily.

5 . The Japanese Ambassador then requested Secret ary (K) 
to help obtain approval of the Government of India to the 
acceptance of a gift of two projectors and the ten 
microscopes by the Burma- Imphal Memorial Service Group as 
a token of their gratitude for the arrangements mods for 
their visit to Imphal last year* He added that while the 
group was willing to pay the freight chargos, it would like 
tile customs and other duties to be waived on the gifts. 

The group had re ue a ted that, if possible, one set each 
of the two items may be presented to the Manipur Assistance 
Committee who had extended them cooperation and help during 
the visit, and the rest of the sets could be disposed of J 
by the concerned authorities in n suitable manner* He . 
then explained that as the first Note Vorbnle on the subjec, 
had been handed over the 13th August, 1073, and as a conside- 
rable time had lapsed since then, the Japanese were anxious 
to receive an early reply*

6* Seoretary(E) replied that while he understood the 
Japanese custom of expressing gratitude through token gifts, 
there wore certain problems connected with duty-frus import 
of gifts* Qe explained that the Customs and Financial 
regulations in India did not permit duty-free Imports 
except through a special statutory notification whioh had 
so far been done in very few coses like those of emergency 
food relief - f jfg is etc. He added that the Ministry of 
Finance, and the Customs Deparment felt that as the donors 
were spending large amounts on gifts, they could perhaps 
not mind also paying the due taxes* However, he added, that 
he would try to get a sympathetic consideration from the 
concerned authorities*
